POLICE CALL IT A MURDER 


THEY SAY SHE WAS BEATEN 
TUESDAY NIGHT. 


Details of a Tragedy Enacted at 1301 
North Twelfth Street Denied 
by Husband, Who is 
Under Arrest. 


Mrs. Kate Liennjmann was found dead in 
her bed in a room on the third floor of her 
home at 1301 North Twelfth street at 5 
o’clock Wednesday morning. 

The discovery was made by her 13-year-old 
son, George. The woman's body bore the 
marks of a severe beating, and the police 
claim that this peating was responsible for 


her death. 

Henry E. Liennimann, her husband, was 
arrested, and is now held a prisoner at the 
Carr Street Police Station, charged* with

her murder. His arrest was made on state- 
ments of his children and neighbors who tes- 
tify to the fight between husband and wife. 
Besides the father and mother, the Lien- 
nimann family consists of four children— 
George, aged 13; Lizzie, 9; Mary, 5, and 
Freddie, 2. The mother’s body is at the 
morgue, the father in prison, and the chil- 
dren scattered among neighbors. 
According to stories told by the children 
and heigubors, Liennimann, whois a black- 
smith, came home from ::is work a little 
after 6 o'clock Tuesday night. Mrs. Lienni- 
mann had been working ull day and had 
just placed a big washing on the line. Lien- 
nimann says that she was under the in- 
fluence of liquor. She bore the Siatetion of 
& woman who drank, but the neighbors say 
that she was not intoxicated Tuesday. 


Accused Her 

Of Being Drunk. 
Liennimann had been home but a few 
minutes when trouble was started. He dealt 


his wife a blow in the face with his fist, 
says his daughter Lizzie, knocked her 
down and kicked her. Then he carried her 
into the front room of ‘n@ suite that they 
occupied and piaced the three children in 
the bed in the middle room, he lying ucross 
the bed. 

George, the oldest child, is employed in 
a bowling alley downtown. It was 2 o'clock 
Wednesday mornin when he 
home. He said that his father and all 
children were asleep in the middle room. 
He looked at his mother and 
that she was bruised in face and body. He) 
ae that her hands were clenched, and she 

peared to be in a fit. He tried to awaken | 
h s father, but could not. Neither could he 
arouse his mother. He went to bed and to 
sleep. 

He arose at 5 o'clock and again looked at 
his mother. She was dead. Then he awak- 
ened his father. lIiennimann left the house 
and returned in an hour. The news had 
circulated, and the police were there when 
Liennimann returned. He was taken into 
custody. He denies that he struck his wife 
Tuesday night. He says that the injuries 
to be seen were inflicted by him last week 
when he whipped her. He says that his 
wife was nearly always drunk, and he fre- 
quently beat her. 

Mrs 
nimann was not drinking Tuesday to ex- 
cess, if at all. Mrs. Henthorn said that 
trouble began in the Liennimann apart- 
ments on the return of the husband. and 
that she could hear the struggle until near- 
ly midnight, when it became quiet. She 
says tha che could hear the woman's 
screams at intervgls, but she was accus- 
tomed to such sounds from the Liennimann 
rooms.

New Secretary a Former Newspaper

The appointment of Waller Edwards as 
secretary of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments was approved at the special meeting 
of the board Wednesday morning for the 
purpose. 

The confirmation was a complete victory 
for President Phillips in his first conflict 
with the Republican members of the board. 
Those voting for it were President Phillips, 
Street Commissioner Varrelmenn, Harbor 
Commissioner Alt and Park Commissioner 
Ridgely. Water Commissioner Flad and 
Sewer Commissioner Hermann voted 
against it. 

The summary discharge of Stenographer 
George Brand, precipitated by the action 
of the board in refusing to confirm the 
Edwards appointment at its meeting Tues- 
day. left Mr. Flad acting secretary of the 
board. He will continue in this position 
until Mr. Edwards’ bond has been approved 
by the Council, which will probably be done 
at Friday’s meeting 


Charles Holland, secretary of the water 
department, is attending to the duties of 
the secretary during Commissioner Flad's 
brief term in office. 

After the vote confirming the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Edwards had been taken, Mr. 
Fiad moved that the standing committees 
appointed by former President McMath be 
continued for the next two years. 

President Phillips remonstrated against 
the suggestion. 

“Courtesy to the president of the board 
ought to dictate,’”’ said he, ‘‘that he should 
be allowed to name the committees as he 
wishes.

Former Senator Thomas H. Carter of 
Montana was elected chairman of the Fed- 
eral World's Fair Commission, Wednesday 
morning. 

Joseph Flory, 
nominee for xqyernor of Missouri, 
elected secretary. 

The commission met at the Southern Ho- 
tel at 11 o'clock and proceeded to effect a 
permanent organization. 

After the officers mentioned had been 
elected, Mr. Flory, who was in th ehotel, 
but not in the room where the meeting 
was held, was escorted thither and intro- 
duced to the members of the commission.

President Carter at once took the chair 
and Mr. tlory relieved Commissioner Betts, 
who had been acting as temporary secre- 
tary.

Immensely Valuable New 
York Franchise Given Away. 


PASSED AT LAST MOMENT 


IT PERMITS BELT RAILROAD TO 
ENCIRCLE CITY. 


The Bill Would Have Become a Law 
but for Prompt Protest of the 
Corporation Counsel. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALBANY. N. Y., April 24.—Under the 
pressure of a powerful lobby, the assembly 
in its closing mornents passed what is de- 
nounced as the most outrageous, high- 
handed job in the history of the state. It’s 
now up to Gov. Odell. 

The bill gives to the New York and New 
Jersey Bridge Co., financed by a syndicate, 
the names of which its champion refused 
to disclose, but which !s believed to have 


the Pennsylvania road back of it, a fran- 
chise in New York City worth anywhere 
from $80,000,000 to $125,000,000 if not more. 

The bill grants the right to construct an 
Overhead railway along the New York City 
water front to connect with the New York 
Terminal tracks of the company’s bridge. 
There is no limit to the length of such 
overhead structure and it may run from 
one end of Manhattan Island to the other, 
defacing the beautiful Riverside Park on 
which the city has spent millions in beau- 
tifying. 

Municipal officers are compelled to give 
their consent to any action that the bridge 
company shall deem necessary to facilitate 
their construction of approaches and the 
overhead railway. The city cannot refuse 
the use of dock room and the right to tear 
up West and other streets. 

All general, special, local, public and pri- 
vate acts are superseded if they confilct 
with the proposed law. The bill fixes com- 
pensation for the city for the use of its 
streets, instead of permitting the elty to 
fix compensation as the new franchise tax 
law provides. 

The city will really get only about $60,000 
a year, an estimate based on the bridge 
company's own figures. 

Gov. Odell would have signed this bill and 
thereby made a law within a few minutes 
after its passage, but for the quick action 
of Assistant Corporation Counsel Arthur C. 
Butts. ey 

Witnin five minutes after the result of 
the vote was known he had filed with Gov. 
Odell a written demand for a hearing on the 
bill. He halted the governor's pen. A hear- 
ing must be granted.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 24.—In the 
Federal Court here Stephen A. Weltmer 
and Joseph H. Kelly, president and secre- 
tary, respectively, of the Weltmer Insti- 


tute of Magnetic Healing at Nevada, Mo., 
pleaded guilty to indictments charging 
them with using the mails to defraud.

> If this rule is made to apply to legislatures as well as to Con- 
gress, and there is no reason why it should not, the states may 
control the subject without restriction. 

A public nuisance may be abated at any time as a menace 
to health and good order, by invoking the police power. Proper- 
ty rights of individuals must give way to the general wel-' 
fare. This principle, if applied to the smoke nuisance, may 
work tnjuriously to some interests, but ft cannot be said that 
it is unjust.

FIND A WAY OUT. 


Following Dr. Starkloff Assistant Health Commissioner 
Francis believes the city should collect its own garbage, and he 
sees just as many “ifs” in the way. 

What are we oing to do about it? Despite quibbling the 
fact is that the garbage is not satisfactorily collected. The 
condition last summer was a menace to public health and a 
discreditable exhibition of municipal helplessness. And it 
does not appear that any improvement is expected for the fu- 
ture, 

Some arrangement must be made. The situation is one which 
calls for good service. 

From the stan@point of the city and the public welfare the 
object is, not to make a profit but to remove the garbage. The 
city seems, however, to be tied up by technicalities so effect- 
ually that the contractor's profit is assured while the garbage 
is not removed. A remedy is imperatively demanded. Some 
way must be found to get around the ifs. 

It is possible for the city to acquire the reduction works, 
This appears to be the wisest thing to do, not only because the 
cost of reduction would be much reduced but because it might 
place the municipality in a more advantageous position with 
reference to the collection contract. 

It is a question which affects rich and poor alike. There is 
room for the exercise of good business ability and an op- 
portunity to do real public service of the greatest value. Where 
there !s a will there is a way.

F my country and of my family I have 
little to say. Ill usage and length 


= of years have driven me from the 


one, and estranged me from the other. Her- 
editary wealth afforded me an education of 
no common order, and a contemplative turn 
of mind enabled me to methodize the stores 
which early study diligentiy garnered up. 
Beyond all things, the works of the German 
moralists gave me great delight; not from 
my ill-advised udmiration of their eloquent 
madness, but from the ease with which 
my habits of rigid thought enabled me to 
detect their faisities. I have often been re- 
proached with the aridity of my genius; a 
deficiency of imagination has been imputed 
to me as a crime; and the Pyrrhonism of 
my opinions has at all times rendered me¢ 
notorious. Indeed, a strong relish for phy- 
sical philosophy has, I fear, tinctured my 
mind with a ong 4 common error of this 
age—I mean the habit of referring occur- 
rences, even the least susceptible of such 
reference, to the principles of that science. 
Upon the whole, no eyo could be less 
liable than myself to led away from the 
severe precincts of truth by the ignes fatul 
of superstition. I have thought proper to 
premise thus much, lest the incredible tale 
I have to tell should be considered rather 
the raving of a crude imagination, than the 
positive experience of a mind to which the 
reveries of fancy have been a dead letter 
and a nullity. 

After many years spent in foreign travel, 
1 sailed in the year 18—, from the port of 
Batavia, in the rich and populous Island of 
Java, ona voyage to the Archipelago of the 
Sunda Islands. I went as passenger—having 
no other inducement than a kind of nervous 
restlessness which haunted me as a fiend. 

Our vessel was a beautiful ship of about 
four hundred tons, a fastened, and 
built at Bombay of Malabar teak. She was 
freighted with cotton-wool and oil, from the 
Lachadive Islands. We had also on board 
coir, jaggeree, ghee, cocoanuts, and a few | 
cases of oplum. The stowage was clumsily 
done, and the vessel consequently crank. 

We got under way with a mere breath 
of wind, and for many days stood along the 
eastern coast of Java, without any other in- 
cident to beguile the monotony of our course 
than the occasional meeting with some of 
the small grabs of the Archipelago to which 
we were bound. 

One evening, leaning over the taffrail, I 
observed a very singular ftsolated cloud, to 
the N. W. It was remarkable, as well for 
its color as from its being the first we had 
seen since our departure from Batavia. 
watched it attentively until sunset, when i 
spread all at once to the eastward and wéet- 
ward, girting in the horizon with a narrow 
strip of vapor, and looking like a long line 
of low beach. My notice was soon after- 
ward attracted by the ay red appearance 
of the moon, and the peculiar’ character of 
the sea. The latter was undergoing a rapid 
change, and the water seemed more than 
usually transparent. Although I could dis- 
tinctly see the bottom, yet, heaving the lead, 
I found the ship in fifteen fathoms. The alr 
now became intolerably hot, and was loaded 
with spiral exhalations similar to those 
arising from heated iron. As night came on, 
every breath of wind died away, and a more 
entire calm it is impossible to conceive, The 
flame of a candle burned updn the poop 
without the least perceggible motion, and a 
long hair, held betwee the finger and 
thumb, hung without the possibility of de- 
tecting a vibration. However, as the cap- 
tain raid he could perceive no indication of 
danger, and as we were drifting in bodily 
to shere, he ordered the sails to be furled, 
and the anchor let go. No watch was set, 
and the crew, consisting principally of Ma- 
lays, stretched themselves deliberately upon 
deck. I went below—not without a full pre- 
sentiment of evil. Indeed, every appear- 
ance warranted me in apprehending a si- 
moon. I told the captain my fears; but he 
paid no attention to what said, and left 
me without deigning to give a reply. My 
uneasiness, however, prevented me from 
sleeping, and about midnight I went upon 
deck. As I placed my foot upon the upper | 
step to the companion-ladder, I was startled 
by a loud, eng noise, like that occa- 
sioned by the rapid revolution of a mill- 
wheel, and before I could ascertain its 
meaning, I found the ship quivering to its 
center. In the next instant, a wilderness 
of foam hurled up upon our beam ends, and, 
rushing over us fore and aft, swept the 
entire decks from stem to stern. 

The extreme fury of the blast proved, in 
a great measure, the salvation of the ship. 
Although completely water-logged, yet, as 
her masts had gone by the board, she rose, 
after a minute, heavily from the sea, and, 
staggering awhile beneath the immense 
pressure of the tempest, finally righted. 

By what miracle I escaped destruction 
it is imposible to say. Stunned by the shock 
of the water, I found myself, upon recovery, 
jammed .in between the stern-post and rud- 
der. With great difficulty I gained my feet, 
and looking dizzily around, was at first 
struck with the idea of our being among 
breakers: so terrific, beyorid the wildest im- 
agination, was the whirlpool of mountain- 
ous and foaming ocean within which we 
were engulfed. After awhile, I heard the 
voice of an old Swede, who had shipped 
with us at the moment of leaving port. I! 
hallooed to him with all my strength, and 
presently he came reeling aft. We soon dis- 
covered that we were the sole survivors of 
the accident. All on deck, with the excep- 
tion of ourselves, had been swept over- 
board; the captain and mates must have 
perished as they slept, for the cabins were 
deluged with water. Without assistance, 
we could expect to do little for the security 
of the ship, and our exertions were at first 
paralyzed by the momentary expectation of 
going down. Our cable had, of course. 
parted like pack-thread, at the first breath 
of the hurricane, or we would have been 
instantaneously overwhelmed. We scudded

VANCOUVER, B. C., April 24.—Plans are 
completed for the construction of the vessel 
to be built here for Capt. Joseph Bernier, 
who intends starting on a North Pole ex- 
pedition, to be absent five years. The ves- 
sel will cost $80,000. J. B. Tyrrell, the Cana- 
dian explorer, will accompany Bernier. The 
new vessel will be unique in some respects, 

It will have a perpendicular double stern 
post rudder to permit of unshipping the 
rudder or propeller at any time. She will 
also have a flush deck, so as to avoid fre- 
quent flooding of the forward deck. She 
will have three masts, with a sail area of 
7000 square feet, her rig resembling that of 
a three-masted topsail schooner. The masts 
will be about one hundred feet high, but the 
topmasts are made to take down, reducing 
the length to 60 feet when needed. 

The vessel will be provisioned for a five- 
year voyage with a crew of 14, including six 
scientific men, consisting of a surveyor, an 
astronomer, geologist, biolographist, artist, 
photographer and doctor.
